ReGutarion X of 1822 was enacted for the 
purpose of excluding from the operation of the 
general regulations the tract of country occupied 
by the Garrows and other rude tribes on the 
north-eastern frontier of the District of Rung- 
pore, and for the separation of any portion of 
that tract from the contiguous estates held by 
zamindérs which might have been, or be claimed 
to have been, incorporated with such estates under 
the terms of tue permanent settlement. 


In a sait instituted by the Rajé of Susang 


‘ Prinet the Government, it was ruled by the 


igh Court that the provisions of this Regula- 
tio could be applied only within the local limits 
specified in its second section, viz., the Thana 
divisions of Gowalpara, Dhoobree, and Kuree- 
baree, which at that time formed a part of the 
District of Rungpore,

prevention of waste and abstraction of such

shall be applicable to the recovery of such arrears 
of water-rate, and such water-rate shall be re- 
coverable by such and the same procedure and 
before such and the same Court as rent due 
for the land for which such water shall have 
been supplied would for the time being be 
recoverable; and. guits for the recovery of 
arrears of such water-rate shall not be 
cognizable by any other Court or in any 
other manner, Provided that the claim (if any)

dence was wanting as to the propricty of restrict- _ 
ing Natives in creating perpetuities and in 
making hequests to religious and charitable uses, 
A clause was accordingly introduced, as a tem ay 
porary provision, excluding the Hindtis, Muham- | 
madans and Buddhists from the operation of any — 
part of the Act. Sear 
Some months after the passing of the Aet,a 
a circular was issued from the Home Department 
to the several Local Governments respecting — 
extension to Natives of its testamentary clan 
Attention was called to the fact that, althong 
liberty of testation was established throug’ 
British India, and although the testamenta 
ower of Hindts was derived from the Bnglish 
Ee there were no securities for the due exércise _ 
of that power by Natives, such as the require 
of writing, signature and attestation, which 
found indispensable in Europe.

frailty of memory. Further remarks, which will 
now be merely referred to, were made as to the 
absence, in the case of Native testators, of any 
restraints on the creation of perpetuities and on 
devises to religious or charitable uses, as to the 
non-requirement of probate of their wills, whether 
written or oral, and as to the difficulty of ascer- 
taining the character and powers cf a Native 
executor. 
The circular concluded by pointing out the 
provisions of the Indian Succession Act on the 
subjects thus treated of, and by requesting an 
opinion as to the advisability of extending those 
provisions to Natives. ' 
‘Vo this cireular replies were received from all 
the local authorities, accompanied, in almost 
every instance, by papers written by such Euro- 
and Native gentlemen as were deemed best 
capable of advising on the matter. The general 
result of the opinions thus obtained may, so far 
as they relate to the Presidencies of Bengal, 
Madras and Bombay, to Oudh, and to the 
Central Provinces, be compendiously expressed 
as follows :— 
1st,—The practice of making nuncupative wills 
should be abolished, and the provi- 
sions of the Indian Succession Act 
as to execution of wills and codicils 
should be adopted in the case not 
only of Hindés but Muhammadans. 
2nd.—Marriage should not, in the case of a 
Native testator, revoke his will. In 
other respects the provisions of the 
Succession Act as to revocation 
should be followed. 
3rd.—It is inexpedient to impose, in the case 
of Natives, any restrictions on the 
exercise of the testamentary power 
in favour of religious or charitable | 
uses, or for the creation of perpe- 
tuties. ‘ 

4th.—The provisions of the Succession Act as 
to the interpretation of wills should, 
with some few exceptions, be adopted. 

5th.—Probate should be made compulsory, and 
the provisions of the Succession Act 
as to administration with will an- 
nexed and as to the powers and 
duties of an executor, should be ex- 
tended with some slight modifica- 
tions. 


The primary object of the present Bill is to 
preclude the fraud and perjury which are noto- 
riously encouraged by the absence of restriction 
on the making of nuncupative testaments. Its 
secondary objects are to prevent the evils arising 
from the non-requirement of probate of Native 
wills, and from the prevailing uncertainty as to 
the character and powers of Native executors, 

As a Native’s written will need not now be 
proved, it need not, of course, be deposited for 
safe custody, The resulting opportunities for

Then the Native executor takes nothing from 
any grant of the Court.

His acts between the testator’s death ang 
the grant of probate are not (as in’ England)» 
rendered valid by the grant. It seems dowbifyl 
whether, as against creditors who have not ap: 
peared or been cited, he can retain any part of 
his own debt. In the interest of the honest 
executor, therefore, legislation seems needed jn 
this direction. Moreover, a Native executor has 
according to the Hizh Court at Fort William, 
no greater power over immoveable property thay 
a manager. His powers are, therefore, at least 
in the Lower Provinces of Bengal, limited and 
qualified, and if he makes a mortgage or sale, the 
lender or purchaser, as the case may be, is bound 
to enquire into the necessity of the transaction, 
What the law on the subject is in Madras and 
Bombay does a ee to have hitherto been 
decided. It is hard to conceive a state of things 
more calculated to interfere with that free cirey. 
lation of property so desirable in a country like 
India. 

A Native executor, moreover, cannot be 
compelled, except by a law-suit, to exhibit ab 
inventory or account of his testator’s estate. In 
many cases, therefore, there is no adequate check 
upon him; and at any distance of time ‘itis 
difficult to fix him with the possession of pro- 
perty comprised in the will. 

The Bill only applies to Hindiis and Buddhists,

It may, in conclusion, be remarked that the tes- 
tamentary clauses of the Succession Act apply to 
the Pdrsis: that most of these clauses were ex- 
tended to the Oudh Taluqdars by Act I of 1869, 
and that the similar provisions contained in the 
Indian Wills Act eX of 1888) have for the 
last twenty years applied to all classes in the
